fear is sonietimes: callod courage, and reck- 
Teseness, decision ; a minister who backs-up 
. the misdeeds of his sitordinates is praised 
as oué “who atands by hig frieads,” - Nothing 
anore clearly marks the low atate of com. 
mercial morality ia America than the. fact’ 
that a snecessfal rogue there is commended, 
and called a “outs ehap!”. This is traly 
“to put aweet for bitter, and darkness for 
light.” One of ‘the commonest misapplica- 
tious of blame amongst ourselves is the falae 
charge tof “close-fistedness ” often, brought 
against individuals.
